4. Chief among them isf Baron- Luigi PARRHJ.I who is 
Y for the first time heroin soon in his proper perspective 
as a man bound hand and foot to Abt VI and the plans which 
ZIAMER and his superiors dictated. It is" apparent that 
tho pre-armistico negotiations wore as much tho work of the 
Intelligence (most particularly Abt VI) system on the Gorman 
sido as it was from tho side of the Allies, 
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For this work, it is clear that ZILMER built up Baron P^RRILLI 
from his first social contacts following PARRILLI’s qualms 
about having aided the Partisans under duross in August 1944 
(See Ref. Nos. 77, 79). This is followed by the most illu- 
minating conference between PARRILLI and ZIMMER on 18 November 
1944. In his memorandum ZIMMER clearly reveals the re- 
lationship as one of principal and agent and makes the pro- 
posal fornontacting the Allies in Switzerland (see Ref, No. 
81). The^CRrtkER 6pisodo speaks for itself (see Ref. Nos. 

12, 31).

134) and Scsto San Giovanni (Rof. No. 116). , 

7. Saint Madrid’s attention is directed to Wilfrodo 
~ rC RICCARDG (Ref. Nos. 19, 124), who however may still be in the 

Riviera area. Also to ZIMMER’s operation ” GUITAR” against 
the Spanish Consulate in Milan, Note that in this operation 
his agen^^JEVRElflDVIC used the Consul’s secrotary, Maria

has .recently been able to flee to Spain, presumably because

5* At a local ( hTT.A N) printcry, the accomplishment of 
socialization mcasuros was effected by tho partisans. The manager 
of the company mado tho proposal that, at tho first session with 
his workers * delegation , all conceivable pay demands and social 
propositions be laid beforo him, Quite unexpectedly, however, the 
session went off in the following manner; after saluatationo, ho 
asked the workers whether they had any kind of desires or pro- 
posals to put forward. Whereupon a list of 54 nemos was handed 
him by the workers, with the request that the laborers therein 
cited be at once discharged from the factory. Yihen the managor 
took a look at the list, ho ascertained to his astonishment that 
the matter concerned exclusively workers over 60-70 years of age 
who had, for the most part, faithfully served the firm for 20-30 
years. He recognized at onco that political grounds played no 
part. V/hon he wanted to know the reason for these, in his view, 
illy considered proposals, and mado reference to the facts that 
these workers had served faithfully and honorably, were veterans 
and tho fathers of families, that some had up to 10 children to 
support, etc., the answer was that the men were too old, the 
wages they were drawing therefore too high and bearing no re- 
lationship to production. 

6. The managor pointed out that those to be rcloasod were 
justly affiliated with FA(S)CI0 (union local) and that on those 
grounds ho was unable to carry out such an inconsidorate measure. 
The delegation undertook to assume responsibility, and they thoro- 
fore proceeded through tho rooms of the employees. In oric room 3 
employees were presont. The workers raised the question as to 
what these three had on their hands. If one of those three were 
to work really properly from morning to night, -he could do the 
work of all. The other two should therefore imm ediately be re- 
leased. 

7. In other words, from now on the Italian workor is in- 
teresting himself so profoundly in tho profits and oamings of 
business establishments that ho is grasping at tho most unlikoly 
means to boost his ovjr sharo in the proceeds.

15. Col. B. had given DfUGii^ the job of briefing himself in Milan 
for a mission to Spain. Since DRAG,* is a very energetic individual, 
ho utilizod the waiting period in preparation of passports, etc., so 
as to be helpful to tho local , t btoilung . It was thereby ascertained 
that DRaG.i accompliscd moro in a few days than an agent of average 
attainments could do in weeks and months. When on the 23rd of 
December DRAG.* set off to present to his controller, SS Co. B., in 
Baden-Baden,! a report on his completed preparations, he was therefore 
authorized to omphasize up there that Abt. VI in Milan would liko very 
much to t:j<G him on as a permanent man. Should Col. B’s assignment, 
therefore, bo of not too pressing an interest, DRAGA might bo 
attachod at Milan. 



16, DRAGA rambled about in Germany for a total of 33 days. For 
8 days in Baden-Badon they stalled him With assertions that Col. B 
was not available to give him his briefing, that Col. B had no time 
for him;, he could safely travel back to Milan and await orders. 

DR-sG.* did' not rest satisfied with this, but instead joumied to 
Berlin. After some days ho contrived to be received by SS Lt. Col. 
BE..(?).5 In a 10-minuto conversation, ho was assigned the duty of 
implementing an Intelligence service in Switzerland. Ho was there- 
fore to betake himsolf izaacdiatcly to Verona and SS Maj . G0HL,6 who 
by that time would havo received instructions on the mission. Until 
this decision was arrived at, however, he had to wait approximately 
14 days, since allegedly the consent of the chiof for the operation 
was lacking.

it was mr.de clear to him that this sort of proceeding could only be 
c.ttaincd if the offices that started theso people off, end ere re- 
sponsible for the entire conduct of the operation, give their con- 
sent; this should be through SS ColT^BICHLEC?), who virtually 
mounts to jnt . VI in Berlin. 5 

25. Since, however, it may be impossible to transmit theso 
voluminous transactions by the telegraph, let it be held most to. 
the purpose that he himself set out for Hornberg and SS Co. B's, 5 
so that concurrently it be accomplished that- BERGER loave Italy.

2nd Lt. BrT^KLEY, who took him ttrl^LOSTERREICHENB.^CH, whither 
Loitstellc v/EST had removed from Hornberg. BERGER also states that 
he saw "DR..G.J' for the last time at San Remo in Ja.n »45 (o£ cit . 
scot. 8, p.ll). The IR on JEVRELOVIC (Ref. No. 4, note 1: sect, 11, 
p.l?) likevdse indicates br.d blood between BK RGF.R and GOHL, 
JEVRELOVIC stating that GOHL asked him to take BERGER off his hands 
at San Remo and turn him over to Referent , VI, Sipo, Genoa. JEV. 
claims ho did this, that the sip o would not have BERGER, and that ho 
therefore conducted BERGER as far as iiilan. These various dis- 
crepancies vdth the present jottings of ZILLER are to be explained 
only on the basis that somebody is lying — probably BERGER.

Is about to burst into bloom; and especially 
that, vdth the decrease in atrocity stories about the Communists on 
Gorman soil, a calmness is setting in, on the reasoning that, if the 
Gomans themselves are not reporting such atrocities, then things 
can»t really bo so bad in that connection.

I.L1AKDRI tc do G..ULLE, or whether he received tho sum from do 
G..ULLE for services rendered, is not known here and must bo as- 
certained by the interrogation of 141. 

30. BERGER thrust these papers at DR..G.. and whispered tc 
him to conceal them and for tho time being tc set them by, since 
the SS had already made a house-search at MrsT~CH.X 's, luckily 
however not finding the papers. 

31. Shortly thereafter BERGER confided to DR.iG. v that he had 

though matters over and did not want to travel to Germany, but 
instead was taking off into Switzerland with Mrs. CH. In addition 
to theso securities, Mrs. CH, was allegod to possess diamonds and 
ether jewelry to tho valuo of ovor two million francs . BERGER then 
fetched the whole lot from Mrs. CH. and took it to the' Genaon house 
where he lodged it vdth the concierge. '

83. On the 25th of February DRAGA, who had returned from a 
trip to San Remo, put in an appearance at my place; he explained 
that he had met EERGER in the city, who had discoursed to him at 
length about his unjust treatment by SS liaj. GOHL.^ He asked me 
whether I couldn't see BERGER or help him in some way, j,;nce, un- 
provided with any financial means or travel-orders, he was 
wandering about homeless in the city. 

84. As I agreed, DRAGA appeared the following morning with 
BERGER. I listened to BERGER and provided him with travel-orders 
to Romberg. 

85. DRAGA was quite pleased with this solution, and presented 
BERGER — who was very shabby and appeared to be down and out, 
since he had made the Genoa-JIilan trip back on foot — with a good 
change of clothing and his only pair of lined leather gloves. This 
to me is clear proof that DRAGA had been still willing to help his 
former Paris colleague on the ,6th of February. On the morning of the 
7th of February, D(RAGA) appeared, handed oyer 10 stock shares and 

a check for a million franca, and explained that he had apparently 
been deceived in B.^ 

86. BERGER, who after his departure from my office had still 
spoken enthusiastically about wanting to make this trip to Germany 
immediately, is said to have met a Mrs. UHAZEAU. This Mrs. CHA. 
explained to him that her husband had been imprisoned and that a 
house-search had been made of her place, but that fortunately her 
papers had not been found. From this conversation DRAGA had in- 
ferred that BERGER must have changed his plans completely and 
schemed to flee to Switzerland with LIrs. ’CH.

'87. BERGER, who still had complete confidence in DRAGA, 
showed the latter a packet of stock and a check for a million 
francs . 

88, DRAGA appeared at my place the next, morning and reported 
on the ma£ter that it was his feeling BERGER would no longer under- 
take the promised trip to Germany, that he was making everything 
ready for an escape to Switzerland. He handed over to me the 
stock which B. had entrusted to him and named a rendezvous-point 
where he was to meet B. and Mrs . CH, , whence was brought about 
their capture. So there is absolutely no doubt about DRAGA's 
sincerity relative to providing B f s and lira. CH’s plan of escape. 

89. Quite distinct from this, ANGELO had a contact with 
Mrs. CH. The night before her capture CH. commissioned ANGELO to 
sell a diamond ring, with which she wanted to get hold of a car 
for the trip to Berlin, When ANGELO informed her that the ring 
along would not suffice to procure the auto, she gave him a gold 
bracelet in addition. ANGELO then went out and sold the ring to 
a jeweler for 255,000' lire . Then he bought the auto, found out 
that the money lasted, so did not sell the gold bracelet. The 
car plus the bracelet he stored away, since in the meantime 
Mrs. Ch. waa imprisoned; he assumed, however, that the matter 
pertained only to the imprisonment of BERGER. When I then spoke 
to him about it, he admitted the events and brought me the- bracelet 
which I transmit enclosed. In this connection P.(poss.D.), to 
whom I related the affair, made some statements subjoined in the 
appendix as to how he viewed the matter; and ANGELO made 2 state- 
ments, enclosed as appendix.

98. according to what he ha? heard up to now about the Three 
Powers conference in YALTA, the situation would even seem to be 
much worse, since it is now definitely clarified in the politic -.1 
spheres also, and unfortunately in this connection has become hope- 
less too, he avers. As he claims he had assured mis earlier, his 
sole hope lay in a positive German foreign policy,' and — -which he 
asserts he had likewise earlier declared — he cannot understand 
why -the SS has not in due course assumed this function as well. 

He based his view on the belief that RIBSEOTROP can in no way lay 
claim to the status of a diplomat and that - ambassadors, because of 
the modernization of Intelligence channels, are no longer diplomats 
in the old sense, but instead function simply as postmen for the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs.

244, About three weoks ago Engineer ClACOLiELLO mot through 
me Lt. F(FERR£RI)3 and some of hia closest collaborators. Since 
GLvCGkELLO told mo that he has a good political background and 
ia woll informed, I asked him to nasiat the movemont vdth hia 
counsol. GIACCLELLI has sinco had many opportunities to sp«alc 
with the members of the movement. He has told mo the following. 

245. The members, including FERR2RI, are politically im- 
mature. They have a program, but they have no set aims for thoir 
organization. It may bo said that they lean a little too far 
toward® Communism, since they do not accept Fascism in its 
present form, and on the other hand support wide social reforms. 
GLvCGLZLLI lectured to thorn several timos on his prc«5ti.«ai- 
pcriencoa as leader of the Communist movement. 

246. The young mon accoptod his conclusions, as a student 
of Bolshovism in Russia, 100£, Ho asked them, "Now that I am 
with you every day, do you want to accept from me a now political 
idea, or did you cxpoct me to adopt your?" 

247. GIACO i ELLO admits ' that the young mon have idoals and 
plenty of good will, however, they do not have sufficiont •••••(?) 
and activity for thoir young movaaont, Tho movoment roally 
exists only on paper. You cannot speak of neighbourhood groups, 
of foundations, of a control political dirocting group. They 
mention cities here end there where thoy have ono or two oven 
fivo of thoir men, but GIACOliELLQ could not verify that those 
"members" wero trained propagandists. It is even less likoly 
that these men can incroaso their numbers. 

248. Summing up, GLvCCfxELLO believes that the movement will 
have no future until it gets a central leadership of strong, 
onergotic, well-trainod political men.

251. He is tho son of the highly respoctod director of an 
Italian firm in Bucharost. At the age of 14 (sic) he bo erne ac- 
quainted vdth the Communist philosoply of korx and Engels end 
became an enthusiastic disciple of Communism. His father drove 
him out of his houso for his Communist activities. For a year, 
t ill h o reached tho age of 16 , he vc.s penniloss, forced to sleop 
in public pa.rks and under tho sheltor of bridges. However, he 
was stubborn and would not give in to his father. Ho then be- 
came socrotary to tho leader of the Communist Party in Rumania. 

Ho made public speeches before crowds of 5,000 persons or more. 
His political activity caused his mothor to commit suicido, 

252. Ho received an invitation from^gf^IN, together with 
the chiof of the Communist Party of Rumania. Thus he froquentod 
tho Bolshevik schools of higher learning.. Here he became awaro 
of th«. duplicity of the Coanunist loaders. He returned to 
Rumania cured of his Bolshevik beliefs. He did not conceal his 
Russian experiences. Ho left the ranks of the Party and exposed 
himself to the persecution of the Party, Many attempts were nado 
on his life. The last time the base of his cranium was brokon. 
Tho scar on his forehead can still be seen. Consequently after 
his marriage ho came to Italy to stay. 

253. This eai-oor shows that GIACOHELLO is a. man of strong 
character and that we can trust him perhaps more than any other 
Italian. }tc may also concludo that his political background 
enables him to a.nalyzo political situations.

272. On 18 November 1944 a conversation took plawc with 
Baron X. in which Oborsturmfuohror Z. revealed to tho Baron 
that ho never made any demands upon him so far, in tho first 
place because he thought that the Baron would take care of an 
English -r a Spanish-French matter, and secondly, in tho *on- 
viction ■' hat at some time a really important political mission 
would raako his collaboration essential.

Subject; Simplifying radio communications with agents. 

Dear O bersturmfuehrer : 

408. A conversation I have had with a local radio- 
operator has Bade me ponder on several problems which have 
caused trouble until now. The recruitment of agents is 
especially difficult because we have to inform them that 
they have to receive their radio training for several weeks, 
and possibly years, in that part of Germany threatened by 
air raids. Aside from the fact that the local population 
does not go willingly to that part of Germany under danger 
of air raids, the thought of staying away from their 
families for many weeks is a great obstacle. 

409. The first reaction of the experts to the below^- 
mentioned innovation will be that by its applications it 
will be impossible to transmit messages from Berlin to the 
agents. 

410. I have been working in Amt VI a long time, so you 
can rely on the accuracy of what I say. Once an agent has 
been instructed as to what we expect, he can work without re- 
ceiving constant directives. The only information he needs 

f rom the office receiving his messages is the confirmation 
that they have been received. This can be done by a pre- 
arranged plan, whereby an announcer announces a musical 
selection over a public radio system at a fixed time. and 
misses on one word, which he immediately corrests. The agent 
sets his receiver at the established timej and if he gets the 
signal, he knows that his message went through. 

411. Let us new consider the agent's transmitter; 

Externally it is constructed like a radio receiver. 
Behind the loud speaker is a telephone dial. The agent who 
is equipped with a code does not transmit letters, but numbers. 
He does not touch the numbers, but merely turns the dial. By 
this method any man can be trained in an hour. The transmission 
of the message will naturally take longer than by morse code. 
However, the contents of the message can be shortened by use of 
the code. For example, a form with 200 of the most important 
questions can be prepared.

The agent chooses one of these 200 numbers so that we may 
know what the subject is. Another form could be prepared con- 
taining all the possible answers numbered. In addition, 
another code could be prepared similiar to that used in the 
commercial telegraph, whereby complete sentences can be relayed 
by a group of fiia numbers. 

412. I am not a technician, nor am I specialized in radio 
but I think that these suggestions could be useful. The dial 
could be constructed so that it returns to position much 
faster than a telephone dial.. I am convinced that if this 
system has aoae technicial disadvantages, the advantages 
would amply make up for them. Thei'e would not be any more need 
for long training in Germary. Furthermore, an agent would feel 
more secure when he would see how simple it is. I would be 
happy if my suggestions could aid the work of this office.
